A Letter From A Friend 


Karuizawa, Naganoken, Japan 
September 25, 1958 


Dear Friends: 


It has passed so long time since we 
have met in the United States. The ex- 
periences and the studies which I could 
have in the States were wonderful for 
me as they were precious for a country 
pastor in Japan, especially it was nice 
and fine memory for me that you have 
shown me personal friendship. 

After one year study at Andover 
Newton Theological School I went to 
the Summer Camps which were under 
the auspice of the Congregational 
churches (American Board), where I 
found a great many friendly people. 
Then, last year I stayed in Chicago 
where I could attend the classes in the 
Chicago Theological Seminary while I 
was taking a responsibility in the Christ 
Congregational Church as_ the _Issei 
Minister. 

I cannot describe my appreciation for 
staying in the States, as it gave the 
wonderful opportunities of knowing 
you and of getting an advantage for 
my future work in evangelism, as it 
was the real testimony of the Christian 
love. 

Thanking you in many ways, I ar- 
rived at Yokohama Harbour on August 
15, ’58, with the joy of seeing my wife, 
who was waiting for this moment for 
two years. I found she was well in her 
health and spiritual devotion to the 
work for the next steps for our Lord. 

My wife and I went to the Southern- 
most island, Kyushu, Japan, to visit my 
parents, after my wife completed her 
summer courses in the Nihon Women’s 
College at the end of August. 

Now we are looking forward to go to 
Karuizawa to take our full responsi- 
bility of the ministry over there as the 
pastor, However, before we start for 
Karuizawa we have to take the tem- 
poral ministerial duty for my father- 
in-law, as he is going to have his trip 
to Kyushu too. I was asked to give my 
talk about the religious condition in 
your country many times, such as for 
the Sunday School Teachers Associa- 
tion and for the Pastors’ Conference 
of Gumma-ken. In every chance I ne- 
ver forget to tell them your gratitude 
and Christian love which has been 
shared in your missionary devotion.
